LONDON, March 10.—(?)—Earl 
Beatty, former admiral of the fleet, 
died tonight after several weeke’ ill- 
ness. He was 65 years old. 

Death came to the former naval of- 
ficer at the London Home for the 
Aged, where he had been under treat- 
ment. 

His son, Viscount Borodale, a doc- 
tor, and nurse were at his bedside. 

Beatty’s condition became serious 
after he attended the funeral of the 
late King George V. A cold contracted 
at that time imposed a serious strain 
on hie heart. 

Predicted Death. 

He predicted his death last Novem- 
ber after he had climbed from a sick 
bed to attend the funeral of a col- 
league, Sir John Jellicoe.

The death of the former admiral of 
the fleet causes a by-election in the 
Peckham district of South London 
which at present is represented in the 
house of commons by his heir, Vis- 
count Boroedale. 

Lord Beatty, one of the few remain- 
ing World War figures of Great Brit- 
ain, was placed on the retired list of 
the royal navy January 17, 1936, after 
he reached the age limit. : 

Brilliant Service. _ 

Husband of the late Ethel Field, of 
Chicago, Lord Beatty had a career 
unique in British naval history, dis- 
tinguished by brilliant service and 
rapid promotion. 

Starting his training as a boy of 
13, he advanced with 35 years through 
the whole gamut of naval possibili-

Funds on Hand To Cancel 
University Debt, Says 
Chancellor’s ’35 Report. 


Georgia’s state university and all 
other units of the system of higher 
education supported by the state are 
out of debt, except for $4,130.80, and 
the money is available to pay that 
sum. 

This announcement was contained 
in the 1985 report of Chancellor 8. 
V¥. Sanford made public yesterday at 
a special meeting of the board of re- 
gents which elected Sandy Beaver. of 
Gainesville, chairman to succeed Mar- 
ion: Smith, Atlanta attorney, ousted 
from office by Governor Talmadge. 

Dr. Sanford’s report also put the 
1936 legislature on notice that it 
would be asked, to provide a larger 
sum than heretofore for a building 
program and for a_ substantial in- 
crease in maintenance funds. 

Large Initial Debt. 

The chancellor said that when the 
board of regents came into existence 
in 1932 by an act of the general as- 
sembly, «hey had debta of $1,074,- 
415.43. 

He said the Governor had allotted 
$317,126.40 toward the retirement of 
the indebtedness from lapsed funds 
and $312,931.53 came out of main- 
tenance funds of the university sys- 
tem. 

The total enrollment of the institu- 
tions in the system, _ including 
Georgia Tech and the University of 
Geergia, Dr. Sanfcrd said, now ex- 
ceeds 10,000. 

“Now since Governor Talmadge has 
paid the etate indebtedness, except the 
bonded indebtedness,” Dr. Sanford 
said in his report, “I feel that the 
state is in a position to provide more 
adequately for its educational pro- 
gram—the public school system and 
the university system. 

“Only One System.” 

“I refused to consider any reference 
to the two systenie of education. There 
is only one system, from the first 
grade through the university system. 

“Our university system is growing 


l/and developing and the annual ap- 


propriation for its support should be 
increased. The minimum requirement 
is $1,500,000 annually.

Talmadge Friends. 


Herman De La Perriere, state pur- 
chasing agent; Game and Fish Com- 
missioner Zack Cravey, John Heck, 
member of the state highway board, 
and Commissioner of Agriculture Tom 
Linder, who appeared before the com 
mittee, said they were speaking in be- 
half of friends of Governor Talmadge 

The officials said they did not think 
it quite right to hold the primary 
without giving the Governor's friends 
more notice. 

In a resolution adopted following 
a lengthy session, the committee said 
candidates for county offices, whose 
election is to be held tomorrow, were 
paying the cost and that the commit- 
tee members considered it “unjust to 
tax them with further unnecessary ex- 
pense.”’ 

“Primary Not Asked.” 

The resolution also said neither the 

chairman of the state democratic exec- 


utive committee nor the chairman of: 


the Roosevelt campaign in Gedrgia 
had “difected or requested a primary 
in this county at this time.” 

The committee acted following an 
executive session in the county court- 
house here. 

Following the session an open meet- 
ing was held with Committee Chair- 
man H. N. Oakley presiding.

Asserting that “future plans made by 
farmers of this country will depend 
in large measure on the extent of their 
outlets abroad,” President Roosevelt 
today directed Chester C. Davis, the 
AAA administrator, to survey Eu- 
rope’s economic policies. 

At the same time, the President ap- 
pointed H. R. Tolley, former assist- 
ant to Davis, as acting administrator. 
Davis is scheduled to sail for Europe 
about March 20, and probably will re- 
main for at least two months. _ na 

Tolley, director of the Giannini 
Foundation at Berkeley, Cal., and for- 
mer director of the AAA’s division of 
program planning, was recalled to 
Washington a few weeks ago to help 
launch the $500,000,000 soil conserva- 
tion program. He has taken a leading 
part in regional farmers’ conferences 
during the past week. 

Develop Programs. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that as acting 
administrator, Tolley “will be in di- 
rect charge of the~present work of 
developing the programs under the 
new soil conservation and domestic 
allotment act.” 

Commending Davis for his work as 
AAA administrator, the President said 
in a formal statement that “in re- 
questing Kim to make this study for 
our government,-Secretary — Wallace 
and I have in mind the distinguished 
service Mr. Davis has given American 
agriculture, especially during the past 
two and one-half years.” :

Sarraut and Foreign Minister 
Pierre-Etienne’ Flandin told a cheer- 
ing parliament the. world must turn 
to war “if the will of the strong can 
destroy treaties.” 


“The French government,” said Sar- 
raut, does not reject any negotia- 
tions which can consolidate future 
peace and improve Franco-German.-re- 
lations in the framework of a peaceful 
European system. But France cannot 
negotiate under the domination of 
violence and the repudiation of signa- 
tures freely exchanged.” 


Britain Conciliatory. 


Flandin at the Locarno conference 
earlier notified Britain, Italy and 
Belgium that the French government 
would refuse to negotiate until] Hitler 
is punished or - the 
evacuated. 


Great Britain failed to 
France's lead. Youthful Eden 
quiet, famous clockroom of the Quai 
D’Orsay, far from marching troops on 
the banks of the Rhine, stood firm 
for “conciliation.”

A member of the French delegation 
said Flandin told Eden in conference 
that France was ready to “engage all 
her material and moral forces to ob- 
tain justice,” if she is accompanied 
by the other signatories to the Lo- 
carno treaty. 

Flandin, adopting a “firm tone,” 
asserted that France counts on being 
able to call for total assistance from 
the guarantor states “even if it means 
military measures” after the League 
“will have condemned Germany,” the 
official said. 

The French foreign minister em- 
phasized, it was said, that “France 
is resolved to start moving all the 
possibilities which the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the Treaty of Locarno 
open to her” to force demilitarization 
of the Rhine zone. 

Sarraut Appeals to Solons. 

After Flandin failed to get a prom- 
ise of British backing to punish Hit- 
ler, Premier Sarraut made a speech 
on the crisis to the chamber of depu- 
ties seeking to gain sympathy for the 
government’s stand. 

“Beyond doubt the violation of the 
demilitarized zone affects our own 
security,” he said, “but it affects even 
more gravely the future of HKuropean 
peace, the destiny of the. organization 
of collective security, and the fate of 
the League of Nations. Let no one 
in Europe deceive himself. 

“But in recalling these facts, let 
us clarify the position which we have 
taken. We have placed ourselvés in 
the framework of the League of Na- 
tions, whose fate will hang in the 
balce in the near future. 

“We appeal to the signatories and 
guarantors of the Locarno pact be- 
cause it is the validity of treaties 
themselves in international affairs 
which is about to be decided. 

“Who hereafter will preserve any 
faith in the value of treaties if only 
the will to do so is needed: to destroy 
them? 

Military Alliances Again? 

“If that be so, then we must re 
turn resolutely to military alliances, 
to rearmament, and—let us recognize 
it—to war, which will be brought 
down upon us by the strongest na- 
tions at the most favorable moment.” 

Sarraut, asserting Hitler “spoke to 
the French people over the head of 
their government” Saturday. talked 
“to the German people.” Deputies 
cheered when he mentioned the horror 
of the World War. 

The French general staff is under- 
stood to feel that if there must be war, 
it wants it now, rather than later 
when Germany will be ready. 

General Louis Felix Maurin, min- 
ister of war, reported to the general 
staff that if four military classes 
were recalled France would have an 
army 1,000,000 strong and could “take 
and hold the Rhineland.”

ON ATTENDING.PARLEY. 

BERLIN, March 10.

The foreign office here professes to 
see no other possibility emerging from 
the impasse than for the council to 
adopt a motion inviting Germany. 
Neutral diplomats ‘in Berlin made no 
secret of the fact they hoped Germany 
would “face the music” at Geneva. 

Germany expressed gratification of- 


rficially at Great Britain’s attitude in 


the crisis and expressed willingness to 
consider Adolf Hitler’s proposal of 
new treaties as a substitute for Lo- 
carno. e 

New light was thrown today on 
these proposals as they regard paci- 
fication in the east. : 
Unlike western Europe state border- 
ing Germany, those in the east would 
not join a multilateral regional pact, 
but are invited to sign bilateral non- 
aggression pacts with the reich. 

With the Polish-German nonaggres- 
sion past as a model, Germany offers 
similar bilateral treaties to Czecho- 
slovakia and Lithuania. 

No Russian Pact. 

When asked whether Latvia and Ea- 
tonia, although not directly contiguous 
to Germany, might come in the ar- 
rangement, a foreign office spokesman 
replied: “Now that Lithuania is to 
be invited why not the other baltic 
border states?” 

Asked “what about Russia?” he an- 
swered: “For the present it is not 
contemplated to negotiate a nonag- 
gression pact with the soviet union.” 

To the query, “what: about Aus- 
tria?” the spokesman said: “The idea 
is too grotesque even to entertain se- 
riously. Could you conceive of any 
Austrian soldier even shooting on a 
German or vice versa? 

“No, we do not want to insult our 
Austrian brethren by even suggesting 
such a thing.” 

Adolf Hitler desires as little con- 
tact as possible with soviet Russio 
and hence the limit to the concession 
he is willing to make is to agree to 
a nonaggression pact with Czecho- 
slovdkia, whose airdromes Hitler be- 
Heves are landing places for soviet 
craft. 

NAZI PLANES 
REPORTED OVER FRANCE 

STRASBOURG, France, March 10. 
(P)—Three nazi war planes were re- 
ported to have flown today over 
French Rhineland fortifications, rein- 
forced over the week-end by 50,000 
troops. 

Military headquarters at Metz was 
informed that a German observation 
ship hovered over Montmedy early to- 
day and that two similar planes flew 
over Kanfen and Veckring in the 
afternoon. 

Although’ some officers said they 
were convinced the Germans are seek- 
ing a view of French troop move- 
ments, officials would give out no 
information. The planes were believed 
to have come from Trier. 

The French general staff, meeting 
at Metz, dicussed “strong measures”’ 
to prevent such flights by German 
planes, following the sighting of one 
yesterday over the fortress at. Thion- 
ville. This craft was pursued back 
to the German border’ by French 
planes. ‘ 

Parish churches of French frontier 
provinces were crowded today with 
women and children praying that there 
might not be another war. These peo- 
ple had heard rumors that old imperial 
regiments, stationed in Alsace before 
1914, have been revived in Adolf Hit- 
ler’s Rhineland army. 


HEAVY WAR EQUIPMENT 
DRAWN INTO RHINELAND. 


COLOGNE, Germany, March 10.— 
(P)\—Heavy combat equipment has 
been drawn into the Rhineland by 
Germany, it was learned today. 

Cologne, it was disclosed, has one 
of the biggest garrisons with more 
troops than were officially admitted 
and also is an important center for 
heavy artillery. 

Several batteries of mobile, long 
range guns and howitzers of the third 
battalion of the 52nd artillery, for- 
merly the Detmold machine gun com- 
panies, were discovered quartered in a 
slaughterhouse on the edge of the city. 
A nearby school building has been 
evacuated for the men, who sleep on 
straw between rows of desks. 

How many other such detachments 
are in the former demilitarized zone 
is unknown. 

Sale of all of yesterday’s editions 
of French newspapers was forbidden. 
The circulation of foreign papers has 
been boosted enormously as the border 
people, who are more concerned than 
other parts of Germany about foreign 
reaction to Adolf Hitler’s step, rushed 
to the news stands, 

Foreign residents here said tanks 
and armored cars have been brought 
into the zone secretly at night. 

German corps commanders began 
their first inspections of the troops 
and the public was allowed to witness 
the reviews. 


LOCARNO CRISIS SERIOUS, 
IS VIEW AT GENEVA 

GENEVA, March 10.—(4)—The 
convocation of a session of the League 
of Nations’ council in London Satur- 
day instead of in Geneva created a 
shock in international cir*les here to- 
night and was swiftly interpreted as 
meaning the “Locarno crisis’ remains 
serious. 

Reports received here coupled with 
Premier Albert Sarraut’s speech to- 
day in Paris gave rise to the impres- 
sion the French had stiffened ‘their 
attitude and are insisting upon sanc- 
tions against Germany, or at least a 
“symbolic” withdrawal of German 
troops from the Rhine before under- 
taking negotiations for a new Locarno 
treaty. . 

The fact that Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden and Lord Halifax, Britieh 
privy seal, wished to consult the Brit- 
ish cabinet was interpreted to mean 
that the French attitude was such 
that a new British cabinet meeting 
was necessary to meet the changing 


situation. . “$s 
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realized that the situation resulting 
from Germany’s tearing up of the Lo- 
carno pact by remilitarization of the 
Rhineland ‘s so ticklish that holding 
the meeting here would, as well as 
surmounting the transportation diffi- ;

The British, it was as- 
serted, fully expect Germany to be 
represented at Saturday’s meeting of 
the council. It will be the fifth meet- 
ing of the council to be held in London 
since formation of the League. 

The house of commons was inform- 
ed. of the developments by Neville 
Chamberlain, - chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. In winding up defense de- 
bate he stated he was making a state- 
ment with the view “of the danger that 
rumors from unauthorized sources 
might mislead the house.” 

Locarno Meet Thursday. 

Chamberlain announced a meeting of 
the arno powers will be hel 
Thursday at the foreign office, after 
which the League council will meet 
Saturday. 

The London meetings, he said, are 
taking place “for further convenience” 
following the decision of the British 
delegates in Paris that it was “desir- 
able” that they return to consult the 
government. 

An alarming picture of Germany be- 
ing driven toward war because of in- 
ternal conditions was drawn during 
the defense debate by Winston 
Churchill. 

“Several millions in Germany who 
were unemployed found employment 
in munitions manufacture or in the 
armed forces,” said Churchill. “On the 
other hand, the whole structure is sup- 
ported by borrowed money and the fi- 
naficial situation has become such that 
it cannot go on indefinitely. It cannot 
go on but how can it stop? 

“A terrible dilemma lies ahead for 
the most peaceful minded government 
of Germany. If they go on there is 
bankruptcy. If they stop there is tre- 
mendous usemployment.”’ 

Germany Defended. 

David Lloyd George, World War 
premier, told commons: “I do not 
think France is in a position to point 
a finger of scorn at Germany in re- 
gard tofreaty obligation.. 

“Germany has been reckless and 
rash and has broken a treaty but in 
a court of equity she could call in evi- 
dence which any judge would say 
provided some mitigation of her fault. 
Even after Locarno, which was in- 
tended partly to provide a basis for 
disarmament, France increased — her 
armaments year after year. She is not 
in a position to complain.”’. 

The labor party asked the govern- 
ment to accept Adolf Hitler’s peace 
proposals to substitute for Locarno. 

Premier Stanley Baldwin had the 
opportunity of informing King Ed- 
ward of the situation at Buckingham 
palace The king remains aloof from 
politics and governmental affairs ex- 
cept in an advisory capacity when an 
opinion is solicited.

EARL BEATTY VISITED 
UNITED STATES TWICE 


NEW YORK, arch 10.—(P)— 
Earl Beatty twice visited the United 
States, once in October, 1921, as ad- 
viser to the British delegation at the 
Washington armament conference, and 
again in October, 1932, in connection 
with the settlement of the estate of 
his deceased wife. 

In 1921 he was formally welcomed 
in New York by the late Mayor John 
F. Hylan and representatives of the 
Governor, but immediately retreated 
from the spotlight and remained in- 
cognito, going about the city in civil- 
ian garb. 

Earl Beatty was active at the 
Washington conference in bringing 
about reductions in the British fleet, 
but said on his later visit that the 
king’s navy, although weakened, still 
remained supreme as a defense unit. 

Distrusted Diplomats. 

The one-time admiral of the fleet 
had small faith in the diplomats in 
Geneva to disarm the world, insisting 
“they can argue till the air is blue 
and never get anywhere.”

Fiery Bombs To Rain Behind Lines 
In ‘Next War,’ Col. Prentiss States 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—(/)— 
A high ranking army official today 
went on record with a prediction 
that civilian populations far behind 
the battle lines will be bombarded 
with a rain of fire-spreading bombs 
in the “next war.” 

Lieutenant Colonel A. M. Prentiss, 
of the chemical warfare service, de- 
scribing research and development of 
military incendiary materials in the 
semi-official publication of the So- 
ciety of American Military Engineers 
— “The Military Engineer’’—conclud- 
ed that “in future wars” they will as- 
sume “increased importance” in crip- 
pling and destroying industries. 

“Modern warfare has left little on 
the field of battle that is combusti- 
ble,” Prentiss said, “and”’suitable tar- 
gets and opportunities for the use of 
incendiaries in the combat zone are 
very limited and will continue to be 
even more so as armies are me- 
chanized. hi. 

“On the other hand, the military 
airplane has opened up a vastly larg- 
er field of application for incendiaries 
in the areas behind the battle front, 
and in the hinterlands of the belliger- 
ents. 

“To an ever-increasing degree, the 
successful waging of modern war de- 
pends upon the industrial organiza- 
tion of a nation to meet the enormous 
demands for military material. It is, 
therefore, not at all unlikely that in 
the wars of the future, military opera- 
tions will be carried on far into in-

Prentiss asserted that many incen- 
diary devices and materials, were not 
perfected in time to determine their 
worth in the World War, but with 
progress made in research since then 
the “next war” will be a different 
story. 

Citing that one German Zeppelin 
dropped 90 fire-spreading bombs in a 
raid over London in 1915, Prentiss 
argued that by using planes “it is now 
possible to reach large and vulnerable 
incendiary targets at practically any 
point in the theater of war.” 

White phosphorus, which ignites 
spontaneously and burns vigorously 
when exposed to the air, -was used by 
the Americans, British, French and 
Germans in the World. War against 
troops, to set fire to woods and grain 
fields, and against planes and bal- 
loons. 

“When scattered from overhead 
bursts,” Prentiss said, “the phos- 
phorus rained down in flaming par- 
ticles, which stuck to clothing and 
could not be brushed off or quenched. 
The larger particles quickly burned 
through clothing and produced painful 
—— that were slow and difficult to 

eal,”’ 

Prentiss said one of the most ef- 
fective fire-spreading mixtures de- 
veloped since the war was a destruc- 
tive liquid containing various chemi- 
cals, oils and TNT. 

“A satisfactory, spontaneously in- 
flammable liquid has a great field of 
application from aircraft,” he report- 
ed, “for not only should drop-bombs 
filled with a liquid prove very effec- 
tive on targets, and even on cities 
of light wooden construction, but by 
regulating the ignition to occur after 
the lapse of sufficient time for the 
liquid to reach the target, such a liq- 
uid could be sprayed at night from 
low-flying planes over relatively large 
areas with tremendous effectiveness.”

Hitler reaffirmed Germany’s readi- 
ness to return to the League of Na- 
tions immediately with the “expecta- 
tion that" within a reasonable period 
the questions of equal treatment in 
the matter of colonies and the sepa- 
ration of the covenant of the League 
from so-called peace treaties will be 
settled.” , 

The reichsfuehrer emphasized that 
the size of the Rhineland forces would 
be maintained on a peace-time basis, 
as throughout the rest of Germany, 
and that no concentration of troops 
for offensive purposes is contemplated. 

Asked why he carried out the Rhine- 
land occupation as it was done, Hit- 
ler replied: “If a British or French 
statesman had ever or should ever be

One distressing fact found, Lind- 
ner said, was the disappearance of 
large Georgia shrimp during: the 
winter season. They don’t return. He 
reasoned the bulk of the lot were 
caught in fishermen’s nets.

Recently the school authorities of 
Governor Talmadge’s home county 
‘'of Telfair ordered the schools of 
the county closed three months be- 
fore the end of the term because of 
lack of money to keep them open. 

Now the report comes from Bul- 
loch county, one of the largest and 
most prosperous agricultural coun- 
ties of the state, that the same un- 
fortuate step must be taken. 

These two counties are no excep- 
tion. The great majority of the 
rural counties of Georgia find them- 
selves threatened with the necessity 
of closing their public schools be- 
cause they have no money to pay 
teachers’ salaries and other ex- 
penses to the end of the normal 
term. 

It is a deplorable sign, reflecting 
the chaotic conditions of govern- 
mental affairs in Georgia. For years 
the county school system of the 
state has been steadily improving, 
with terms being lengthened, more 
teachers added and equipment mod- 
ernized. 

No worse thing could happen 
than to have this progress of the 
country schools of the state brought 
to a halt. 

The country counties are enti- 
tled to the same nine-month school 
term that exists in the city coun- 
ties.

| ‘World’s Window

After-Battle 
Confusion. | 
MAGDALA, Ethiopia.—Everything 
on on the northern front 
since the battle of Endreta. The 
dispirited troops of Ras Malguetta 
are potis south to be reformed. at 
Dessie. ther, endless caravans 
irregulars are marching north. Defi- 
nite information as to what is- going 
n is impossible. My impression. is 
that the Negus is terribly dis:ppoint- 
ed with the’conduct of the imperial 
guard at Makkale and;that he is re- 
placing the guard with a. mass of un- 
drilled warriors. It is elear that the 
raw Abbyssinian does better than ‘he 
soldier who has been drilled in the 
European style. 

The guard had everything a mod- 
ern force should have, except avia- 
tion. It was defeated. “The irregu- 
lars go into the war-zone without offi- 
cers, without maps, without a medical 
service, without supply units, with- 
out a plan.. Every man carries his 
own grub for a couple of weeks, his 
rifle and a heavy load of cartridges. 
They shift for themselves, act on their 
own initiative, but without contact 


~ 


loot, kill ambush and massacre when 
they get a chance. The way these 
fellows sneak in between the Italian 
lines in small parties and then do the 
utmost damage they can before being 
exterminated, is one of the almost in- 
Credible episodes of this war. Tribes 
are going by which have not been 
engaged. Every hour it is a different 
dialect or language you hear spoken. 
Those going up the line are bubbling 
over with combative ardor. Those 
coming back are miserable, sick, hun- 
gry and dispirited. 

Ras Elias Nassibou, the most real- 
istic of the Ethiopian commanders who 
threw Graziani back at Dijidjiga and 
who has been charged with the reor- 
ganization of the Tigre front, said 
that it was impossible to give a com- 
prehensive idea of the situation. “But 
why don’t you publish «a com- 
munique?” I asked. 

“You want a communique,” he said. 
“Got your pencil. I’ll dictate one,” 
said the commander. This is what 
he dictated: “Twenty-two Italian 
planes have bombed the city of Sakoto 
yesterday. They threw 660. bombs 
of which 626 exploded... The damage 
is extensive; a dozen trees were knock- 
ed to splintérs, five others were up- 
rooted. A heap of stones on the main 
square, which was to be used for pav- 
ing purposes, was pulverized and 
scattered, saving us a lot of hard 
work, There were no dead or 
wounded.” 

Ras Nassibou has a sense of hu- 
mor! The reality is a little differ- 
ent. Not one single house remains 
standing in Sakoto, according to the 
runners who brought the news. The 
civilian population escaped because 
they ran out into the fields. Forty 
w 50 people were killed, neverthe- 
ess. 

I learned that the Negus has offered 
a prize of 500 thalers for every prie- 
oner brought in safe and sound. Thie 
is to counteract’ the frightful mutila- 
tions which the warriors inflict upon 
the Italians who fall into their hands. 
Italian dead also must be buried 
henceforth, and the corpses not left to 
hyenas and jackals to devour. 

Ras Nassibou, who is an intelligent 
young man (he has studied in Paris 
and Berlin) thought that there would 
be more chance of a decisive battle 
next September when the rains are 
over. He was positively confident 
that the Ethiopians would vic- 
torious in the-end. This is in spite 
of the fact that‘ everything looks 
mighty blue to me here, up near the 
north front. 

“There is more co-ordination now 
than when we started,” he said. “But 
we need more equipment. If the 
League of Nations cannot do other- 
wise, we should at least be given an 
opportunity to defend. ourselves,” he 
added. We wonder when the League 
will stop talking and really act. I 
know we are only savages,”.he put in 
sarcastically, “but right is on our 
side.

The idea, of course, was to impress congress with what a fine pro- 
gram Mr. Roosevelt had by citing frightful alternatives. 

Note—The executive branch of the government went equally far in 
developing pressure on the senate side, while house representatives sought 
to forstall opposition from Chairman Pat Harrison, of the finance com- 
mittee, by digging up a speech he made ten years ago on the subject of 
taxing corporate surpluses. The speech indicated he was for something 


like that then.

And it seems 
likely, now, if everyone will co-operate, 
something can be done about it. 

By combining a number of excellent 
suggestions it would appear reason- 
able to offer a method to proper au- 
thorities something along this line: 


Tickets 
For Food. 


Let us arrange with one or more in- 
expensive eating places to provide a 
substantial meal to everyone who pre- 
sents a properly signed card. These 
cards should be made available to all 
who desire them at some central head- 
quarters, say the Community Chest or 
Family Welfare Society. Sell ‘em at 
10 cents each. 

We soft-hearted ones who cannot re- 
sist the plea of the mendicant upon 
the street, would then give each beg- 
gar one of these cards, good for a 
proper meal and would know if he, or 
she, went hungry it wae their fault, 
and not ours. And we'd make solemn 
agreement not to give money, under 
any circumstances, upon the etreet. 

Should a case appear, to us, to re 
quire assistance beyond a meal, take 
the trouble to get the name and ad- 
dress of the beggar. Turn this over te 
the Family Welfare Society which 
will send one of the trained workers 
to discover if the case is one of gen- 
uine need or if it is merely the yarn 
of a professional beggar.

Can Be Filled. 


Some proper way can be found, 
after prompt and quick investigation, 
to provide for the genuine needs of 
the genuinely needy. The others. the 
can be dealt with 
through the police. 

However, if all Atlanta joins in the 
meal-ticket method, the professionals 
will soon have to leave the streets be- 
cause they'll find their begging no 
longer profitable. Your. professional 
beggar doesn’t want a meal ticket. He 

robably has as good a meal waiting 
or him at home as you have at your 
home, anyway.

This one again shows a bomb ex- 
ploding outside the apartment, but the 
man has taken refuge in the hall and 
mother and child upstairs have with- 
drawn from the windows and are hid- 
den behind an angle of the wall. 
‘Sour oe flying glass and iron chunks 
spend themselves harmlesely and all 
concerned are safe, beyond possible 
shock of their nerves. Another problem 
deals with poison from a gas bom 
which has moistened the sleeve of a 
woman’s dress. Should the woman wipe 
it off with her hand or use a handker- 
chief? The answer ie that if she 
touches the poison with her hand it 
will probably burn off the skin and 
set up an infection which might cause 
loss of her hand and possibly of her

What to Do What should 
people do 


In Crowded Store. who find 

themselves in 
a crowded department store having no 
gas-proof cellar? The natural impulse 
is to make for the basement, but in- 
structions point out that gas seeks a 
lower level. Therefore a cellar which 
has not been especially equipped as a 
refuge from gas may become a man- 
trap, and the thing to do is to race 
to the top floor. There the air is like- 
ly to be pure and people will be safe 
from hi explosives — unless, of 
course, the high explosive happens to 
come right through the roof. 

That is an unhappy possibility 
which cannot be offset by precautions, 
and there’s no need to dwell upon it. 
Women shopping in markets should 
quietly dive into the nearest hallway. 
People in movies should merely git 
tight and ignore the harbingers of cul- 
ture, and people riding trains are ad- 
vised not to jump off or gaze out of 
windows but to to the floor and 
if possible hide under the seats. 

A estrian caught in the open 
should remember to walk against the 
wind, not with it, because gas goes 
downward and he will be out of it 
sooner that way. The best stimulants 
for people who have been knocked out 
by are brandy and coffee. but 
artificial respiration is harmful- and 


extremely dangerous. 
Citizens Warned 
Of Touching Eyes. to

after handling objects which may 
have been exposed to gas. Tiny drops 
of poison deposited after the main 
clouds have passed may destroy the 
sight. It is particularly important to 
watch small children too young to re- 
member their instructions, because 
they might pick up fragments of gas 
shell and put their eyes out in un- 
guarded moments. Instructions also 
describe various gases by odor but 
point. out that this isn’t an infallible 
guide, because the nazis also have one 
civilizing influence which has no smell 
at all. You breathe it unsuspectingly 
and a couple of hours later something 
happens to your blood and you die— 
uickly and quietly. It is better gas 
rom the humane. standpoint than 
other types which eat skin and tissues 
of the throat and lungs, causing in- 
tense suffering and slow death. _ 
Of course, there are other nations 
with which Austria might conceivably 
have a row, but the nazis are the 
principal threat, for Hitler says that 
any land where German people live is 
German territory and must be re- 
claimed. And Ludendorff says war 's 
conflict between the races, including 
women. children, invalids and the 
aged, rather than a restricted scrap 
between the armies. I should have 
mentioned that the Viennese must rely 
largely on their wits and improvised 
gas masks, because most of them are 
too poor to buy the manufactured 
kind. Perhaps next Ohristmas the 
children of the United States can be 
induced to buy.gas masks for the chil-

Offered City More Taxes 
and To Pay Cost of PWA 
Plea, Secretary Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—(4)— 
In a counter-attack on criticism of 
the New Deal’s power program, Secre- 
tary Ickes made public today a iet- 
ter purporting to show the Central 
Vermont Public Service Corporation 
had offered several “inducements” to 
persuade the town of Brandon, Vt., 


nicipal power allotment. 

At the same time the PWA chiet 
accused the Duke Power UCompany of 
“deliberate delay” in filing the appeal 
which would make possible a supreme 
court ruling this year on PWA-fi- 
nanced municipal power systems. 

The PWA,/administrator distributed 
what he said was a photostatic copy 
of a’ letter from Albert A. Cree, vice 
president of the Vermont company, 
offering to pay $3,300 to reimburse 
the Brandon town government for ex- 
penditures in obtaining the allotment. 

The offer, made on condition that 
Brandon abandon its municipal power 
project, also consented to a higher tax 
assessment on company property and 
lower rates for street lighting, the 
letter indicated. The letter, dated 
March 2, was sent to F. L. Smith, 
chairman of the board of selectment, 
but Ickes did not say how he obtained 
a copy. The two, he said, had voted 
to abandon the plan. 

Ickes connected his attack on the 
two power companies with the state- 
ment that the Vermont concern had 
employed the same lawyers who ap- 
peared for Duke in asking the Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme court to 
block the Brandon project. 

PWA lawyers obtained recently an 
early hearing on the Brandon and 
nine other contested allotments in the 
hope of getting the appeal to the su- 
preme court at this session. Their 
hopes of dismissing the more than 0U 
injunctions now holding up PWA mu- 
nicipal power programs, however, had 
been concentrated on the Duke case. 

The fourth circuit court of appeals, 
highest court yet to rule on the poWer 
allotments, recently rejected the Duke 
company’s objection to the $2,85U,- 
000 allotment to Greenwood county, 
South Carolina. : 

Although the company had _  an- 
nounced it would appeal, Ickes said 
today “he understood” but not offi- 
cially that the Duke company was 


not as anxious as it was to press the 
matter to the supreme court. 

In discussing the Vermont company 
letter Ickes said that although there 
was a “community of interests,” he 
didn’t have a “suspicious nature” and 
supposed that this was “an isolated 
case.” 

The Edison Institute, whose law- 
yers have aided the individual power 
companies in the litigation, Ickes term- 
ed a “patriotic institution which has 
an interest in trying to enjoin us in 
our municipal power projects.” 


FOG-BOUND VESSEL

BOSTON, Mass., May 10.—(2)—~ 
Fog-bound and afire, the 5,000-ton 
North German Lloyd freighter Che- 
minitz anchored off Boston lightship 
tonight while a fireboat which sought 
to go to her assistance was hard 
aground on an inner harbor island.

WHELCHEL FIGHTS

Protested by Con- 


gressman. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—Rep- 
-resentative B. Frank Whelchél, of the 
ninth Georgia congressional district, 
today voiced vigorous protest against 
expressed intention of the administra- 
tion to reduce the number of 
camps in his state and other sec- 
tions of the country. 

Establishment of these camps by 
President Roosevelt, he believes, is one 
of the greatest accomplishments of this 
administration because they have giv- 
en excellent training to the youth of 
the nation and have kept many a 
worthy boy off the streets and high- 
ways.

The text of a letter written to 
Davis by the President today,. outlin- 
ing objectives of the survey, follows: 

“As you well know, the fortunes of 
American agriculture in the next few 
years are certain to be closely linked 
with the world economic situation, and 
particularly that of Europe. 


“The agricultural industry of this 
country never could have expanded 
profitably beyond its present scope if 
it had not found substantial markets 
beyond our own borders. The shrink- 
age of these markets following the 
World War, and particularly follow- 
ing the enactment of the Smoot-Haw- 
ley tariff of 1930, placed the Amer- 
ican farmers in a desperate plight 
from which only such measures as the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act and the 
present soil conservation and domestic 
+ act could partially rescue 
them. 


Extensive Changes. 


“Since 1933, there have been exten- 
sive changes in the economic policies 
of foreign countries and in interna- 
tional trade relationships, and fur- 
ther changes are in prospect. Future 
plans made by farmers of this country 
will depend in large measure on the ex- 
tent of their outlets abroad. For that 
reason, I believe it would be advan- 
tageous to them if someone who will 
have an important part in shaping 
those plans could survey conditions 
in Kurope at first hand. 


“IT am therefore suggesting that 
you, as administrator of the agricul- 
tural adjustment and related acts, ar- 
range as soon as possible to undertake 
such a survey. 


“I feel that during the more than 
two years that you have administered 
the farm program, it has been brought 
through its most critical phases. I be- 
lieve that it will be not only in-your 
own best interests but in the best in- 
terests of the American farmers for 
you to take a little time away from 
the arduous duties of active adminis- 
tration, and to size up trade condi- 
tions in Europe as I have suggested. 
And I feel very strongly that your 
services to the farmers of this coun- 
try will be more valuable than ever 
when you retiirn.” 


A few hours earlier, the Agriculture 
Department reported that exports of 
American cotton during the six months 
ended January 31, were 40 per cent 
above those of the same period a year 
earlier. 

The department forecast an increase 
of about 2,400,000 bales in the 1935- 
36 world cotton crop to 26,000,000 
bales, compared to 23,600,000 in 1934- 
35. Foreign production was said to ac- 


count for 1,400,000 bales of the in- 
crease.

SANDY BEAVER NAMED 
CHAIRMAN OF REGENTS 
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that when the general assembly makes 
an appropriation in the future it 
should be paid in full. 

“It is absolutely necessary for the 
genera] assembly to appropriate as a 
minimum $100,000 for needed repairs. 
The sum requested is the minimum re- 
quirement for some of our buildings 
are deteriorating very rapidly and 
some of these will soon be dangerous 
or unfit for use.” 

Explaining that the regents were 
faced with $658,602.35 in debts at the 
outset of 1935, Chancellor Sanford re- 
ported that to this amount was added 
$40,006.79, which the regents agreed 
to pay architects for developing their 
building program and $10,000 for mis- 
cellaneous items. All of these were 
paid in full during the year, Dr. San- 
ford reported. 

Regarding the payment of these ob- 
ligations and what the regents are 
ond faced with, Dr. Sanford sets 
orth: 


“How were these debts paid? Gov- 
ernor Talmadge allotted from the 
lapsed funds to the regents $317,- 
126.46, and the remaining $312,931.53 
came from the maintenance funds of 
the university system. 

“It is, indeed, gratifying to know 
that these debts are behind us. They 
have been a disturbing factor in our 
progress and to pay them has necesi- 
tated economies on the part of each 
unit. Money set aside for repairs 
badly needed, for equipment absolute- 
ly required for efficient teaching, and 
for the employment of additional 
teachers to help carry the load inci- 
dent to a heavy ipcrease in student 
enrollment, has n used to pay a 
large part of this indebtedness. Of 
course, the regents could not have 
paid this money had it not been for 
the fact that the state paid 921-2 per 
cent of the 1935 appropriation, in- 
stead of 80 per cent upon which all 
budgets were made. This additional 
sum was and is badly needed for the 
proper support of the university sys- 
tem. Rigid economy has been prac- 
ticed to get rid of the stumbling block 
to progress, old debts. 

“It was our duty to play the part 
of good citizens during the depression 
by accepting a minimum appropria- 
tion. Cuts were made in all lines of 
business; we gladly fell into line. 
Unlike the situation in other lines 
of activity which had a decrease in 
work, the institutions of higher learn- 
ing were called on to do more work 
by virtue of a large increase in the 
number of students. In many cases 
the institutions had to do increased 
work with greatly reduced personnel 
and with inadequate facilities. The 
work was done cheerfully and as ef- 
ficiently as possible under adverse cir- 
cumstances. Now with an increase of 
689 in attedance in 1935 over 1934 
and an increase of 1,660 in attendance 
over 1933, it is evident with the re- 
turn of prosperity that an increase in 
the maintenance found is absolutely 
imperative.”

The New Sheriff _ 


Kang Teh Begins 5th Year of Reign| 
| As Emperor of Manchoukuo State 


Number of Subjects and Territories Show Vast Expansion 
During Past Months; New Railways and 
Highways Show Progress. 


HSINKING, Manchoukuo, March 
10.—(#)—The future of Emperor 
Kang Teh and the domain over which 
he reigns by grace of the Japanese 
army formed one of the liveliest topics 
of speculation in the danger-laden far 
eastern situation as he began his fifth 
year today as head of the Manchou- 
kuo government. 

These four years past have been 
spectacular material changes in the 
emperor’s realm. His territories have 
been expanded through the conquests 
of north Manchuria and Jehol—by the 
Japanese army. The number of his 
subjects has increased by several mil- 
lions. 

New railways, new highways, new 
airways, a new currency, new indus- 
trial and commercial vigor have 
brought economic progress to most of 
his country. A fine new capital city 
is rising in Hsinking. It would appear 
the Emperor Kang Teh and those who 
support his throne had reason to be 
satisfied. 

The ruler of Manchoukuo has not 
been emperor for four years. It was 
only as Chicheng, chief executive, that 
he was installed—by the Japanese 
army—at the head of the new Man- 
choukuo government March 9, 1932. 
Before that he had spent seven years 
as a refugee in the foreign concessien 
at Tientsin, known as “Mr. Pu Yi,” 
the former boy Emperor Hsuan Tung 
of China. 

Then arose the need of the Japa- 
nese empire builders for a great name 
to place at the head of the regime 
they were manufacturing to replace 
that of Marshal Chan Hsueh-liang, 
expelled from Manchuria by Japanese 
arms. The former emperor of China 
was extracted from his refuge and 
thrust once more into the hmelight of 
history. 

It was on March 1, 1934, that he 
mounted the new orchid throne here 
as Emperor Kang Teh, supported by 
scores of thousands of Japanese bayo- 
nets. Because of that later elevation 
today’s anniversary pagsed in Hsin- 
king without special observance, for 
the principal holidays of Manchoukuo 
are now the enthronement anniver- 
sary, March 1, and the emperor’s 
birthday, February 5. He was 30 
years old his last birthday. 

The question asked by most students 
of oriental affairs today was whetier 
Kang Teh would be taken south to 
restore the dragon throne of old’ Pe- 
king and add to his realm such north 
China provinces as Japanese military 
power and political skill may bring 
once more under a Manchu dynasty. 

Until now Japan’s responsible mili- 


tary leaders have disavowed any such 
expansionist plans, But questions per- 


sist as to whether or when there will, 


be a restoration in Peking as long as 
the Japanese army continues its re- 
lentless pressure on China’s northern 
provinces. 

The Japanese expansionist program 
on the continent solicits the allegiance 
of all conservative forces in Nor 
China and Mongolia. The Japanese 
have revived the worship of Confucius 
and opposed innovations of the kuo- 
mintang, dominant Chinese national 
government party. But their strongest 
ecard is the appeal of the resurrected 
Manchu dynasty in the person of Kang 
Teh, especially for the non-Chinese 
peoples once subject to that dynasty. 
Foremost of these is the Mongols, 
whose homeland, especially Chahar and 
Suiyan, is the scene of the most per- 
sistent Japanese penetration today. 

reg ngs Kang Teh’s protectors ad- 
mit they hope a new Mongol state, 
linked with Manchoukuo, will result 
from a coalescence of the Mongol 
tribes living today in neeg = ond 
four Hsingan provinces and CBina’s 
Chahar and Suiyuan provinces, and 
that eventually these territories will 
draw to them the Mongols of Outer 
Mongolia, now allied with soviet 
Russia. 

Japanese army leaders still cherish 


ambitions to bring about foundation’ 


of an “autonomous” North China, in 
cluding Hopei, Shantung and Shansi, 
in addition to parts of Chahar and 
Suiyuan. 

And what more natural, ask many 
Japanese empire-builders and many 
more fearful Chinese, that the forbid- 
den city of Peking, natural capital for 
such an aggregation of newly-created 
states, should welcome the return of 
the last of the Manchu emperors, once 
Hsuan aan now Kang Teh? 

Emperor Kang Teh, still a young 
man, should look forward to many 
more years on his orchid throne. But 
the future of his dynasty is obscure. 
He and his empress, the beautiful 
Yueh Hwa, or Moon Flower, have 
been married 14 years but have no 
children, and since the empress is a 
semi-invalid, it is unlikely now that 
an heir will be born to them. 

The constitution of the empire leaves 
the question or succession open, to be 
settled by Manchoukuo’s Japanese 
masters as the future development of 
imperial policy shall dictate. About 
the court of Manchoukuo, assert crit- 
ics of this new regime, there is an air 
of impermanence arousing suggestions 
that Manchoukuo may follow Korea 
along the road of annexation and sup- 
pression of its dynasty. 


ROOSEVELT MAY ASK

Persistent reports on the senate 
side were that less than the $2,000,- 
000,000 previously hinted might be 
asked. Some _ senators declared pri- 
vately they had reason to believe he 
would ask for $1,125,000,000; others 
contended the exact amount -would de- 
pend on the carryover available from 
the $4,800,000,000 appropriated last 
year. In his budget message in early 
January, the President estimated the 
carryover then at $1,003,000,000 

Entire Speech Read. 

Although weak from a recent ill- 
ness, Senator Robinson read his en- 
tire speech, and replied extemporane- 
ously to Vandenberg after the latter 
had urged an investigation for the 
purpose of a “general ventilation” of 
WPA 


He declared that while there may 
have been “abuses” in certain locali- 
ties with respect to using relief funds 
to advance political causes, the Presi- 
dent and his national administrators 
had done all in their power to keep 
the question out of politics. 

Vandenberg also reiterated his de- 
mand that consideration be given to 
changing what he called the “basic 
policy” of starting long-time projects 
with WPA allocations and executive 
orders when they have not been spe- 
cifically authorized by congress. 

Robinson, with a smile, replied that 
that made Vandenberg the “champion 
boondoggler” because he opposed the 
more permanent projects. He added 
such projects as the Florida ship canal 
and the Passamaquoddy tide-harness- 
ing plan had been authorized when 
congress passed the relief act, leaving 
it to the President to select the pro)- 
ects. 

Bringing with him WPA reports 
which came to the defense of every 
“white-collar” project undertaken, 
Robinson said the republican commit- 
tee and “its corporate affiliate, the 
du Pont Liberty League,” had “sup- 
pressed, distorted and misrepresented” 
the facts in their chiriticism. 

Blunders: Admitted. 

“Undoubtedly,” he said, “in sume 
jurisdictions blunders are being made 
and it is the privilege and duty of 
right-minded individuals to expose and 
correct maladministration wherever, 
and whenever it is exposed or can 
be brought to light. The point is that 
sound corrections can only be based 
on facts. They cannot be made if 
the facts are perverted, or misrepre- 
sented... . 

“Our opponents have tried all kinds 
of fake iesues only to find the public 
can’t be fooled any longer. They 
screamed about socialism and commu- 
nism and the people responded “That’s 
nonsense,’ they tried to shake confi- 
dence in the credit of the federal gov- 
ernment and got badly spanked for it. 

“And just when they were in the 
middle of their confidence-shaking 
campaign, the banks and business 
leaders gave concrete evidence that 
they think Uncle Sam’s credit is the 
best in the world, so that false issue 
had to be abandoned. 

“But now they have a new talking 
point which they hope to build up 
into a big national issue. They are 
unloosing a terrific national campaign 
against what they call waste and in- 
efficiency in the work relief fund. 

Word Discovered 

“They have discovered a word pro- 
nounced ‘boondoggling.’ By distort- 
ing its meaning they hope to perform 
a feat of political magic and by con- 
stant repetition of the world to dis- 
tract the attention fo the American 
people from the real picture of what is 
happening in the WPA.”

It was estimated that under the 
first schedule, taking graduations in 
different brackets into account, a cor- 
poration retaining all its net income 
would pay a 51 per cent tax. If the 
entire net earnings were distributed, 
stockholders would pay in _ income 
taxes a sum equivalent to 33 per cent 
of the total. (At present, a 12 to 15 
per cent taxis imposed on corporate 
income. Stockholders pay only sur- 
taxes on dividends included in their in- 
come tax returns.) 

Under the second schedule, a corpo- 
ration would pay 58.5 per cent in 
taxes if it retained its net earnings as 
reserves, while if all were paid out to 
shareholders, their income taxes would 
carry 33 per cent into the treasury.

HIGHLIGHTS OF HOLLYWOOD. 
Vili—Sound Effects. 
Among those who were helpful to 
me during my visits in Hollywood was 
Conrad Krebs, who was an “idea 
artist” for the picture called “King 

Kong.” 

“When ‘King Kong’ was photo 
graphed ‘complete’ it was done with 
a figure only about 30 inches high,’ 
said Mr. Krebs, “but we also made 
use of a head of giant size, and of 
an arm abont 38 feet long. The head 
was large, enough to fill a good-sized 
room, We had an instrument board 
to move the eyes and ears, and to 
open the mouth, and even to wrinkle 
the forehead. It was lots of fun work- 
ing on that picture.” ~ 
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W. J. Elliot working a sound machine. 


When Mr. Krebs found I was in- 
terested im the way a great booming 
noise was made for King Kong, he 
took me to meet a man who is one 
of the masters in making “sound ef- 
fects’”"— Walter Ellidt. 

Mr. Elliot was in his laboratory, 
and gladly took me around to explain 
some of the “mysteries.” He showed 
me a tank and turned a crank. As he 


the other way, and then I heard the 
surf of the sea, 

Later he showed me two machines 
which produce the sound of wind by 
the fast turning of rods. He-let me 
beat on a hide drum, about six feet 
in diameter, which made a noise as 
of thunder, and he worked what he 
called a “thunder sheet,” a large sheet 
of metal. 

“We can make the sound of rolling 
thunder here,” he said, “but we have 
never found a good way to make the 
first clap of thunder without taking 
the sound ‘from real thunder. We do 
that by making what is calléd ‘a sound 
track.’ It is a piece of film which 
we keep on file to use when we need 
it for a picture.” 

Next Mr. Elliot showed me a cata- 
log containing the names of several 
thousand “sound tracks.” These cov- 
ered such sounds as chopping wood, 
sawing logs, a baby crying, oil gush- 
ing, crickets chirping. frogs croaking, 
and a man blowing his nose. Under the 
heading of “crowds” there must have 
been at least half a hundred entries. 
If the sound of a cheering crowd is 
needed for a picture, it can be ob- 
tained from film in the sound effects 
library. If a jeering crowd, or a boo 
ing crowd or a hissing crowd or @ 
laughing crowd is needed, it is there 
for use. 

“Sound effects” libraries are in 
wide use among the studios of Holly- 
wood. They save the producers of pic 
tures large sums of money, for there 
is no need to make new sound records 
when old ones will do as well. The 
sounds can be woven in with other 
sounds made while the new picture is 
being produced.

That was just one of the experiences of the dark ages of 
College athletics. They are collecting the ancient athletic history 
at Georgia Tech and some of the chapters are good. 

When football was first begun in Georgia and Alabama, it 
usually..was initiated by some young faculty member who had 
come from an eastern college. This was true at Auburn, at 
Georgia Tech and at other institutions. 


___ And the faculty men played with the teams, just to have a 
little fun. And the practice of bringing in “ringers” was a uni- 
versal one. 

George Griffin, who is engaged in collecting the material, 
received a letter from A. D. Black, successful engineer in the 
east and a graduate of the Tech class of 1893. 

There were no athletics at all in 1888. In 1889 there was 
a baseball team organized. He recalls it as follows: 

“In the very beginning; that. is, during the fall of 

1888, nothing was attempted in the athletic line. How- 

ever, during the spring of 1889 we were able, through 

the financial assistance and moral encouragement of 

Professor J. S. Coon, to acquire a limited amount of 

baseball equipment. There was no baseball field, ex- 

cept an improvised one being more or less of rough sur- 
face proximating a plane sloping at least 10 degrees in 
two directions. After practicing assiduously on this so- 
called diamond, I always felt that it was unfortunate 
that we could not meet our contestants on this particular 
field on which we had learned to allow for the likely 
behavior of a ball due to the irregularities of the ground. 

ing that year we journeyed out to an army post lo- 
cated in the suburbs of Atlanta on two occasions, play- 
ing each time a team composed of soldiers. We won one 
and lost the other of the games. While pitching the lost 
game, I received a bit of advice that ‘has helped me 
throughout life. In the late stage of this game the sol- 
diers had winning runs on the bags, which caused me 
to complain to a big army sergeant standing directly be- 
hind the pitcher’s box in the capacity of umpire, that 
my arm was hurting, whereupon he immediately re- 
replied: ‘Son, you are mistaken; it is not your arm that 
is hurting, but your heart.’ 

“During this and the following season our baseball 
club also played four games with the well-organized 
Southern railroad team. For these games we had the 
use of a first-class diamond across town in one of the 
city parks. These games were played on Saturday aft- 
ernoons and were well attended, but unfortunately the 
park was not inclosed by a fence or any other barricade 
and no effort was made to replenish sorely-needed funds 
to buy equipment. Saturday afternoon was the only day 
in the week in which students were released before 4 
o'clock; in fact, during three days of the week we 
worked in the shop until 6 o’clock p. m., causing them 
to reach home in the late fall and early spring in com- 
plete darkness.” .

Gregory Beats Hartman 
for Fourth Net Title in 
Five Years.

U. S. PLANS TO LIMIT 
STAMP PURCHASES 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—(/)— 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue is 
determined that the rarest of all 
United States revenue stamps—the 
now useless potato tax stamp—shall 
not be cornered by some ambitious 
stamp dealer or collector. 

It announced today that not more 
than 50 of any one variety of the 
stamps will be sold to a single indi- 
vidual. Th¢ stam range in value 
from 3-4 cent to $1.50, with the en- 
tire “set” costing $5.16. 

The stamps never were on sale ex- 
cept in portions of Florida and Ala- 
bama. They were withdrawn when 
congress repealed the potato control 
law and immediately prices’ to collec- 
tors jumped. They now are sold only 
at the internal revenue building here. 

The bureau has adopted the same 
rules as the philatelic agency—remit- 
tance by money order with return 
postage and registration extra.
